South Cambridgeshire District Council will deliver plastic 
sacks periodically - if additional sacks are needed you can 
ring HISTON 2504. 


Changes to normal collections (such as at holiday time) are 
advertised on the notice board in The Mall. 


BULKY HOUSEHOLD ITEMS (except Garden and Building. rubbish) 
will be collected by’ South Cambridgeshire Dae ree Council by 
arrangement. Ring HISTON 2504. 


GARDEN RUBBISH ONLY can be taken to the skip provided by the 
Perish Council. You will find it behind the Youth Club (the 
old farmhouse) next to the school playground. 


ALL ITEMS including WASTE OIL can be taken to the County 
Council Tip at Milton (free) or Coldhams Lane, Cambridge (small 
charge per car load). The Milton site.is on the A10 just north 
of the A45 roundabout and is open: Mon. - Fri. 8am to 4pm 

: Sat. & Sun. Qam to 12noon

The monthly meeting of tne Perish Council was held on Tuesday 
2lst. April in the Village Hall. 
New Counciilor 

AS there had been no requests for an election following the 
resignation of David Lindsay, the Council was free to co-opt 2 
new member of its choice. A nomination had been received from 
Mrs. Geraldine Brett cf 115 Appletrees and she wes proposed as 
a new member of tke Parish council by Derek Ford and seconded 
by Roger Hall. The vote was unanimous and we are pleased to 
welcome Geraldine to the Council and hope that she will enjoy 
her ‘term of office. endl 


_ Coach crash on A604 
- The Chairman reported: that he had sent a letter, on behalf of 
all residents of Ber Hill, to Doncaster District Council 
expressing deep sympathy to the relatives of those killed in the 
recent coach crash on the A604. The Parish Council heave been 
greatly concerned over the potential hazard caused by the poor 
’ signposting of this junction for some considerable time and in 
fact wrote to the relevant authority several months ago pointing 
out the dangers. We are now egain in correspondence with the 
Department of Transport and will continue to press for better 
safety measures to be taken. 


Planning Matters 
The Parisn Council strongly objected to an application. by New 


Ideal Homes Ltd. for outline planning permission for the area 
between the top of Gladeside and the spine path. It is also 
understood that Tesco's are in the process of making another 
application for extensions to their store and that the extension 
envisaged would involve’ major changes to the centre of the 
village. At the time. of going to press the Parish Council have 
not received a copy of the plans but we will keep residents 
informed of the situation. ;
